Washington, Dec. 12 (IP)— 
How 
to patch the 1949 Cotton act and 
satisfy a flood of protests from 
the South was the big question 
today before a hastily summoned 
session of the house cotton sub- 
committee. 


Many irate cotton growers 
arc 


complaining that the new acreage 
allotment law will force them to 
,ake heavy cuts in their 1950 col- 
on acreage — cuts as much as 70 
;o 80 per cent. 
Acreage cuts of this size, they 
protest, wil force 
them 
out 
ol 
jusincss. 
Headed by Rep. Pace (D-Ga.1, 


:he cotton subcommittee had sum- 
moned agriculture department of- 
ficials for a huddle on how the 
rough spots can be smoothed out. 
One question will be whether the

of a distraught father who killed 
his three children as they slept and 
then shot his wife and himself to 
death. 


Officers /said that Carl Arnrella, 


34-year-old well-to-do interior dec- 
orator, left a long note 
saying, 
"I'm sorry it had 
to end

way." 


The note was believed to reveal 
Amarclla's reason for slaying his 
33-year-old .wife, Millie, and 
his 
children, Sandra, 6; Larry, 4; and 
Jane, one. But police would not 
quote all of the note directly and 
apparently had agreed not to dis- 
close Amarella's secret.

Amarclla's lawyer said the note 
asked him to keep news of the

Bald Knob Dec. 12 — (/P)— Here 


are some of the freak happenings 
of yesterday's tornado that raked 
parts of central Arkansas: 


At Providence, Ernest Robbins 


family had just left their house 
headed for the Velvet Ridge com- 
munity when the twister picked up 
their six-room, frame house and 
moved it 41 feet. It was slightly 
damaged. 


A few minutes after they left 
Velvet Ridge, the storm struck 
near 
that 
community, 
causing 


some damage to several outbuild- 
ings and farm houses. 


Several 
glass 
trinkets 
on 
a 
"what-not-shelf," hanging in 
his 


living room, were not disturbed 
by the movement 
of his house. 


Glass jars and vases on the din- 
ing room table were upright. 


A few feet from Robbins' house 


the howling wind tore out an en- 
tire rock wall of the Church 
of 


Christ. It looked like an artillery 
shell had expoded in 
the 
struc- 


ture. Some of the chunks of stone, 
weighing 50 pounds or more, were 
severa feet from the church. 


On the other side of Robbins' 


house, the storm blew down the 
front wall of a 
service 
station- 
grocery. It heaped up piles of con- 
crete blocks, glass and wood. An 
automobile parked a few feet from 
the station was not damaged. 


At the Cross Roads community 
the tornado cut a path through a 
thick grove of gum trees. It looked 
like a tunnel, about 20 yards wide, 
had been blown through the trees. 


The only thing 
intact 
at 
the 


homesite of John Winningham was 
a front door step. Th'e rest of the 
house had been picked up, twisted 
apart and then tossed in bits or 
the ground for about one-half mile. 


Two dogs apparently were under 
Winningham's house when the tor- 
nado struck; they escaped injury. 
Several dozen eggs, laying on the 
ground under the house, were in- 
tact. 


The gum thicket across the road 


from the house was littered with 
debris and rubble from the three- 
room frame house. Sheets, pillows, 
bits of mattresses, pieces of cloths 
were hanging in the trees 
like 


laundry hung out to dry. A man's 
shirt was draped 
atop 
a 
lirnb 
about 35 feet high. 


The storm struck the house from 


the rear and was moving north- 
cast. Part of the front porch was 
found several feet in back of the 
house; the wreckage of the house 
was up and down a road several 
hundred feet in front of the foun- 
dation.

Alcoa Workers 
Go Back to 
Jobs in Arkansas

Three hundred twenty-five wage 


earners go back to work Monday, 
ending another strike in Arkansas. 


The men, employes 
of Alumi- 
num Company of America bauxite 
mining and processing plants at 
Bauxite and 
Sweet 
Home, 
had 


been idle nearly two months pend- 
ing settlement of CIO negotiations 
with Alcoa on a national scale. 
The dispute was setted last week. 
The Alcoa walkout followed not 


long after settlement of a strike 
at the Reynolds Metals company's 
operations in Arkansas. 
Labor-manage m e n t 
disputes 


continue at two other plants — at 
the 
Ozark 
Hardwood Co., at 
Clarksvillc and a basket factory 
at Joncsboro. The latter is the old- 
est strike in the state, About 125 
AFL union workers have been out 
since April. 


The Clarksville controversy pro- 
duced an 
unusual 
development 


when a representative of the man- 
agement was charged 
with vio- 


lating Arkansas' c o n t r o v crsial 
anti-strike violence law. Mrs. Ada 
Mills, bookkeeper for the firm, is 
accused of using theats and force 
to prevent striking workers from 
picketing the plant. 


The charges 
were 
filed 
three 


days after the United States Su- 
preme court upheld constitutional- 
ity of the law — to the expressed 
disappointment of organized labor 
spokesmen and the gratification of 
the Arkansas Free Enterprise as- 
sociation, an organization of busi- 
ness operators. 


Famed Cartoonist

died peacefully yesterday at the 
ago of 80.
